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ALL LANGUAGES FOR SCHOOLS 


Any Tongue Enough in Demand 
to Be Taught Here. 


MRS. YOUNG’S PLAN ADOPTED 


Board’s Action Gives High Institutions 


. Broadest System. 


The broadest system of ecucation in mod- 
ern languages ever undertaken in American 
public schools received its start yesterday 
when the schoo] management committee of 
the board of education approved general 
plans submitted by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
superintendent of schools. 

Under the resolution passed any or all 
modern languages may be teught in high 
schools where there is sufficient demand and 
where teachers in these languages can be 
utilized for other studies. 


Text of Recommendation. 

The text of the recommendation e by 
Mrs. Young follows: 

“The superintendent of schools reports 
that many pctitions have been received from 
various societies. and*individuals requesting 
the addition of different modern languages 
to the list of optional studies in the high 
schools, and the superintendent recommends 
as a proper disposition of the entire ques- 
tion that any modern language be offered 
in the public high schools of Chicago when 
the number of pupils applying for a course 
in the language is eufficient to warrant the 
assignment of a teacher who is competent 
to teach that foreign language, as well as 
such other subjects as may be assigned to 
complete the teacher’s program.“ 


Heavy Petitions Already In. 

etitions already filed with the board bear 
several thousand signatures. From the 
schools situated in the Itallan, Bohemian, 
Polish and Scandinavian séctions of the 
city have come urgent appeale for the educa- 
tién of children in the languages of their 
parents. 

Mrs. Young's action was forecast by her 
address lest week before the Bohemian- 
American Press association, when she spoke 
of the need she had found for broader edv- 
‘cation of the sort. She declared there was 
danger of children forgetting the folklore 
of their forefathers. 8

Two hundred persons, most of them wom- 
en and girls, fled over roofs and through 
smoke filled hallways yesterday afternoon 

escape from a fire, started by an ex- 
plosion, which swept through the Taylor 
building at 101-103 North Wabash avenue, 
and for a time threatened its destruction. 

Three girl employés fled down a fire es- 
cape. They were: Miss Dell Reckter, 18 
years old, 212 Beethoven place; Miss Esther 
KettMson, 15 years old, 1108 North Fran- 
cisco avenue, and Miss Hlla Venes, 2534 South 
Trumbull avenue. 

The fire originated in an explosion of 
lacquer in the rooms of Gilbertson & Son, 
silversmiths, on the third floor. Twenty- 
two of the employés of the concern fied from 
their posts, giving the alarm. Half a hun- 
dred girls employed by Sharp & Smith were 
at work at electric sewing machines on floors 
above when warning came. 

Led by their forewoman, Miss Catherine 
Lyng, the young women groped their way 
to a ladder which led to the roof. They 
crossed to an adjoining building and de- 
scended to the street. 

Many of the girls sought the elevator in 
the burning building as a means to escape 
and several were knocked from their fest in 
the-rush, It was in this crush that Albert 
Cannon, the elevator operator, did cour- 
ageous work. He carried two unconscious 
girls to his car and descended/with them.

2.—For violation of the civil service 
act and rules the punishment will de- 
pend upon the nature and cegree of the 
activity and will extend to criminal pros- 
ecution, separation from the service, or 
less discipline, as the case may seem to 
require and the law and rules provide. 

3.—In reply to the inquiry whether a 
federal officeholder will be disturbed in 
his office because he refuses to take an 
active part in the campaign, attention is 
called to the executive order of Feb. 8, 
1912, revising the civil service rule re- 
lating to removals and reductions. That 
rule applies to persons in the competitive 
service and, of course, has no applica- 
tion to federal officers whose appoint- 
ments are made by the president. An 
executive order of Dec: 30, 1911, shows 
the punishment to be inflicted upon 
rural carriers who take an active part 
in political management or in political 


campaigns. 


Law Forbide Campaign Levies. 


Chairman Black quotes sections of the cen 
service act which specify that no person in 


| the service is under obligation to contribute 


to any political fund or give political service, 
and that the employé will not be removed for 
refusing to do 80. The ch alrman's reply then 
continues: 


No person in the executive civil service is 


permitted to use his official authority or in- 
fluence in political matters, and no person 
in the competitive classified service can take 
an active part in political management or 
political campaigns." 

Demands a Square Deal. 

During the Republican national committee 
meeting in Washington last December Lee 
issued a statement that President Taft could 
not carry Indiana.

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TAFT’S VIEWS ON 


Between “Common Sense 


and Haphazard Way.” 


Wants Machinery for Collecting 
Data Placed on Permanent 
Foundation. 


New York, Feb.-29.—President Taft has 
given an authorized interview on tariff mak- 
ing. It is entitled Common Sense vs. Hap- 
hazard Methods” and appears in the cur- 
rent issug of the Outlook. Iti was secured by 
a special representative of the Outlook. 

Not that I wish to see the tariif question 
made the mere football of politics,” President 
‘saft explained; we have had too much of 
that already. But I should like to have the 
people of the United States pass their delib- 


made up within the last year—the difference 
between the common sense way and the hap- 
hazard way of making a tariff law. As you 
know, 1 am a believer in the Republican pol- 
icy of protection. I want to see it continued; 

but I also want to see our party strengthen 
it by giving it an underpinning which cannot 
be swept away by the first passing flood of 
popular sentiment. . 

And this purpose could be accomplished— 
how? 

: How It Can Be Done. 

First, by fixing the rates at figures not 
dictated by a group of domestic producers 
for their own entichment, and granted in 
exchange for party support, but based on 
the difference between the cost of production 
here and the cost of production abroad, as- 

certained by means which preclude all doubt 
of the substantial accuracy of the calcule- 
Gee. 

Second, by establishing on a permanent 
foundation the machinery for collecting the 
data of cost, so that it can be in continuous 
operation and its work ever more and more 
easily done. This machinery, I need not tell 
you, should be in charge of a tariff commis- 
sion or board corresponding in a general 
way with the nonpartisan tariff board we 
now have.. 

A good many persons evidently think 
that the whole purpose of à tariff board is 
to collect material for a single tariff bill or 
series of bills; and, not unnattrally, those 
who wish to see the government economically 
administered question-the wisdom of spend- 
ing so much money and employing so many 
experts for the preparation ‘of the tariff 
legislation of 1912, in view of the possibility 
that all this work may be torn up and done 
over a® soon as a new set of hands take 
charge of our public affairs. 


Only the First Step. 

Now, it is just such a contingency that 
the tariff board is designed to avoid. The 
collection of data to guide this year's leg- 
islation is only a first step. From now on, 
if congress consents to prolong its existence, 
the board will continue collecting data 
through the channels it has already opened 
and with the aid of men trained in their 
duties. —

California Limited, Due Monday, Expect- 


ed at 40 Clock This Morning Twenty 
Trainloads of Passengers Marooned. - 


‘When the ‘California Limited on athe Santa 
Fe renches the Dearborn street Station about 
4 ‘o'clock “this morning it will de four days 
overdpe. It should have arrived at 10 o’clock 
on Monday morning. This will be the first 
train from the Pacific coast to arrive in Chi- 
Gago Over the Santa Fs since a blizzard swept 
over Kansas last Sunday and stalled twenty 
trains, including three overland flyers, de- 
tween Newton and Dodge City.

they should have originated that epi- 
cufean compound known as the welsh 
rabbit. And, of ‘course, the delectable 
toasted English muffin is of the British Isles, 

Welsh Rabbit.—For two people grate from 
a third to a half a pound of American cheese 
on the bottom of a frying basket—grated in 
this way you can use a cheese that is beauti- 
fully soft. Knead half a tablesp eon or a bit 
more of butter with a wooden spoon in a dish 
over hot water until it begins to sizzle, add 
a quarter of a teaspoon of paprika, a pinch 
of salt, and tablespoon of milk. Mix all thor- 
oughly and when the combination is boiling 
urn in the cheese. Stir constantly in one 

irection until cheese is melted to the con- 
sistency of thick cream, gradu. lly adding two 
or three tablespoon more of milk, taking care 
that the ‘mixture does not become lumpy or 
stringy. Finally put in a spot of as much as 
a half teaspoon of made mustard, however 
much suits the taste from considerable to 
none at all. Keep on stirring until bubbles 
appear. Serve on toast which is ready on 1 
piping hot plate. If beer is used instead: ot 
milk in making this rabbit it should be 
flat—have stood open at least an hour. 

This is an adaptation from aq modern Eng- 
lish recipe and if carefully made is as silky .

Toast and Cheese—Cut à slice of dread 
about half an inch thick, pate off the erust.

{CH ADMIRAL PRINCE LOUIS of 

Battenberg, who is now associated | 

with Winston Churchill m the ad- 

ministration of the British navy, has, 

according to authoritative reports 
from St. Petefsbureg, given bis consent to 
the engagement of his younger daughter, 
Princesa Louise, now twenty-two years of 
age, to Count Felix Soumarokoff, only son 
and heir of the colossally rich Prince and 
Princess Youssoupoff, whose wealth is 
accounted far. superior even to that 
their _ possessions in- 
cluding virtually inexhaustible mines of tur- 
quoise. 

It is sald that the engagement between the 
young people has been fostered by Princess 
Louise’s uncle and aunt, the emperor and 
empress of Russia,. with whom she spends 
much of her time at Tearskoe-Selo and at 
the Peterhof, being à particular favorite of 
the czarina, who is the youngest sister of 
the mother of the princess.

The engagement serves to recall the now 
almost forgotten fact that another romance 
at oné time connected the names of Bat- 
‘tenbérg and of Youssoupoff. 

The late Prince Alexander of Battenberg 
was once engaged to be married to Princess 
Zeneide ‘“Youssoupoff, mother of the fiancé 
of Princess Louise of Battenberg. In €act, 
they were completely infatuated with each 
other, and the fair Zenejde, whom Prince 
Alexander, had known from her childhood.

III. entertained toward Prince Alexander, 
who was bis first cousin. . 

The emperor, after the engagement had 
been in existence for some time and after 
the betrothal had actually been announced.

the princess, thé richest heiress in Russia, 
‘to marry, Instead, a man of his own choice, 
namely, Count Soumarokoff-Histon. 5 

That Princess Zeneide did not forget her 
fiancé was dest shown by the fact thet, 
when Alexander of Battenberg fell ili at 
Vienna in 1801, and his life was despaired 
ot, he was tended with the utmost devotion 
until his complete recovery by a supposed 
Sister of Mercy, who was no other than 
Princess Zeheide.

The father of the prince was plain Mr. 
Felix Nicholalovitch Elston, when, on his 
marriage with the only child and heiress 
of the last of the last male survivors of the 
ancient. noble house of Soumarokoff, he was 
authorized to assume the name and armorial 
bearings of his wife, ad well as the title of 
count, borne by her father. The sön born 
of this unfon..Count Felix Soumarokoff, was 
selected by Me late Emperor Alexander as 
a gmuitable husband for Princess Zeneide 
Youssoupoff, the only child and sole heir 
of old Prince Nicholas Youssoupoff,.and on 
the death of her father he wan permitted 
to assume his name, arms, and princely 
title, becoming in this way Prince Youssou- 
bolt. 5 
Prince and Princess Toussoupoff had two 
sons, the younger of whom is now engaged 
to Princess Louise of Battenberg.

The latter, an officer of the Chevaliers 
Gardes of the emperor, married a Mile. von 
Heyden, daughter of Admiral Count Heyden. 
naval A. D. C. to the czar. Later on he dis- 
covered that his bride had been forced into 
the marriage, that she and Nicholas Sou- 
marokoff had been infatuated with each 
other, but that they had been parted through 
the maneuvers of an elderly great person- 
age, who was herself in love with Sou- 
marokoff, and who had brought about the 
marriage, during his absence abroad, with 
the object of parting him from Mlle. von 
Heyden. 

Manteuffel, on discovering this and assur- 
ing himself that he had no subject for re- 
proach, either against his bride or young 
Soumarokoff, attempted to commit suicide 
in Paris. The fellow officers of his regiment, 
declining to believe that the love of his 
bride for Soumarokoff had been blameless, 
insisted that he should challenge Sou- 
marokoff to a duél, failing which, they would 
boycott him and bring about his expulsion 
from the regiment on the ground that he 
had condoned his bride’s dishonor. 

It was then thet he fought yo 
marokoft, and had the misfortune to kill 


Count. Manteuftel immediately afterwards 
left his regimtnt, the army and Russia, while 
the young Countess Manteuffel also disap- 
peared. .While his whereabouts are known, 
the Von Heydens have failed to discover any 
trace of the countess. According to some, 
she is hidden. away in 4 convent. According 
to others, she has sought refuge on this side 
of the Atlantic. At any rate, an unsuccesa- 
ful search has been made for her, both in 
the United States and Canada.

decrease in gross of $638,579, or 9.8 per cent. 
The proportion of fixed charges for the month 
showed a slight increase with the result that 
instead of 
oarning anything, showed a deficit of $587.- 
468. 

The management is in no wise responsible 
for the figures. since they were the reeult of 


the worst winter, from an operating stand- | 


point, in the experience of many railroad 
men. It may be noted that the net revenue 
of $115,778 for January compares with 
$1,465,452 for the month of December. 


Other Roads to Show Decreases. 

Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Chicago 
Great Western, and the other systems in the 
west and northwest are expected to show 
operating results practically as bad as those 
of the Northwestern. President Felton of the 
Chicago Great Western said operating 
charges on the road he represents increased
